A REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 


Odd Incid« *nt of ihe* IteiKn o f T e r r o t 
In P a r i « . 
During the reign of terror in Paris 
one of the most remarkable escapes 
w a s that of M. de Cbateaubrun.

By degrees M. de Chateaubrun, who 
w a s to the rear of his companions, 
found him self in the front line of the 
spectators, then in the second, and 
finally well behind those who had come 
to see his head cut off. Before the men 
could g et the guillotine in working or­ 
der night began to fa ll, and M. de 
Chateaubrun slipped away .

that a wag had tied bis hands and 
robbed him of his hat, and this simple 
individual set him free. 
A few day s 
later M. de Chateaubrun escaped from 
France.

GREAT ROADS OF ANTIQUITY 


T lie M on t >ln K ill l ir e n t W e r e T h o s e of 
t h e M e d i a e v a l P e r u v i a n « . 
P erhaps the earliest road on record 
is that m en tion ed by H erod otus as 
havin g been con structed by Cheops, the 
Egyptian kin g, in ord er th a t ston es 
m ight be d ragged alon g It for his p yra­ 
mid . In the opin ion of the G reek trav ­ 
eler. the work of m akin g the road w as [ 
as great as th a t of build in g the p y ra­ 
mid , for it took ten years to con struct, 
an d it w as composed of polished ston es 
with figures carved on them , b u t this 
d oes n ot com pare In m agn itud e with 
the highw ays con structed by the P eru­ 
vian s w hile m ed iaeval E urope w as still 
in a sta te of sem ibarbarous d isorgan i­ 
zation . 
The tw o prin cipal road s in Peru ran 
from Q uito in the n orth to Cuzco, the 
capital, the on e alon g the san d y an d 
level strip of coast, the other alon g the 
plateau of the An d es, a region cf un ­ 
paralleled en gin eerin g d ifficulty. 
The 
len gth of the secon d has been estim ated 
a t from 1.500 to 2,000 miles. 
It crossed 
sierras buried in sn ow, brid ged ravin es 
w ith w alls of solid m ason ry, m oun ted 
an d d escen d ed precipices by staircases 
hewn in the solid rock an d ran iu in ­ 
term in able galleries alon g the sid es of 
in tractable m oun tain s. 
W here 
rivers 
had 
to 
be 
crossed 
brid ges w ere m ad e w ith ropes of stout, 
plian t osier tw isted to the thickn ess of 
a m an 's bod y an d stretched over the 
stream som etim es for a d istan ce of 2*>0 
feet. These cables sw un g sid e by sid e, 
an d . fasten ed w ith plan ks so as to form 
a footw ay, w ere d raw n through holes 
in en orm ous buttresses of ston e spe­ 
cially con stTiicted on each ban k an d 
w ere secured firm ly a t each en d to 
heavy beam s of tim ber. 
A railin g of 
sim ilar osier m aterial gave the pas­ 
sen ger con fid en ce as he crossed the os­ 
cillatin g brid ge th at san k d an gerously 
in the m id d le an d m oun ted rapid ly a t 
the sid es. 
The great highw ay w as tw en ty feet 
wid e an d w as built w ith flags of free­ 
ston e covered w ith bitum in ous cein eut. 
It w as m easured out by posts set up 
a t every league. 
C aravan saries an d 
m agazin es w ere station ed a t con ven ­ 
ien t d istan ces for the P eruvian sold iers 
on their m ilitary exped itious, an d a 
regular postal service had been organ ­ 
ized by which highly train ed run n ers, 
relieved every live miles, could con vey 
m essages a d istan ce of 200 miles in 
the tw en ty-four hours. The road s w ere 
kept in beautiful ord er, the in habitan ts 
of a d istrict bein g respon sible for th a t 
portion of the highw ay which tra v ­ 
ersed their lan d .

uo wheel traffic to cut up the level su r­ 
face of the hard pavem en t.
